Foley was acquitted of an in 
come tax evasion charge last 
April in United States District 
Court at Springfield. Earlier hig 
trial on the two-count charge 
ended in a hung jury. He had 
been indicted in October 1959 
on evasion of $28,498 in income 
taxes for 1954 and 1955. The 
civil action against Foley covered 
the years 1948 through 1955 and 
had been slated for trial Nov,:13. 

Prior to the criminal trial the 
Government had collected $241,436 
from Foley, most of it in jeop- 
ardy assessments. Such assess« 
ments are made to tie up assets 
until a settlement is made. As a 
result, the government paid 
Foley $79,555, the excess it had 
collected, 

The $161,880 settlement showed 
$117,815 in income tax deficien- 
cies; $34,024 under the fraud 
section and $10,404 in negligence 
penalties and miscellaneous 
charges.

The Kennedy Administration gee now 
intends to do something that Congress has 
consistently refused to do, and that is to go to 
the aid of that particular pocket of misery in 
American prosperity—the migratory farm 
workers. 

Assistant Secretary of Labor Jerry R. Holle- 
man has been making speeches and granting 
interviews in his native Texas and in Cali- 
fornia warning farm employers to help the 
migrants. If they do not, says Mr. Holleman, 
the White House itself will act. 

American farm workers, the Labor Depart- 
ment reports, average only $6 a day when 
working. They make less than that in areas 
where employers can depend upon Mexican 
braceros, who are guaranteed 50 cents an 
hour. The American migrants are guaran- 
teed nothing, and the floor for the braceros 
tends to become a floor for all. . Six dollars 
a day, be it noted, is less income for a five- 
day week than many Missourians receive, 
through unemployment insurance, when not 
working at all. 

Public Law 78, governing the bracero pro- 
gram, requires farm employers to exhaust 
the domestic labor supply before they hire 
braceros. But when the employers only offer 
50 cents an hour or so, all they get are bra- 
ceros. In the last session of Congress, Sena- 
tor McCarthy of Minnesota offered an amend- 
ment to protect the purpose of the law. The 
amendment would have required bracero pay 
equal to 90 per cent of the farm wage in the 
nation or in the state concerned. Thus the 
floor for all migrants would have been raised. 
The Senate accepted this measure but the 
House rejected it. 

At the time, however, Secretary of Labor 
Goldberg said his department had authority 
to uphold the intent of Public Law even if 
Congress did not. Assistant Secretary Holle- 
man now says the Labor Department intends 
to use that authority by Jan. 1. The prospect 
is that the department will accept the 90 per 
cent formula of the McCarthy amendment as 
a criterion for judging whether employers 
make a fair wage offer, and hence a serious 
attempt, to hire domestic workers before hir- 
ing braceros, as the law intends. 

Of course, as Mr. Holleman has told several 
farm employer associations, the Administra- 
tion will not have to act if the employers act 
themselves. They could, for example, offer 
97 cents an hour, which is the national aver- 
age for all farm workers, migrants included. 
No one should consider that exorbitant. 

But the record so far is discouraging. The 
bracero import program has been used for 
cheap labor. It has been used to depress the 
standards of American workers... The Ken- 
nedy Administration is committed to put an 
end to that. If it succeeds, it will have done 
what no previous Administration or Congress 
was able to do. 


The Zeus, Moscow and ICBMs 


If massive retaliatory power is a good de- 
terrent against an attack, then massive defen- 
sive capability should increase the chances 
of a peaceful nation to avoid yar. Both the 
United States and Soviet Russia have great 
nuclear striking power in the shape of bombs 
and missiles and, as Maj. Gen. John B. Me- 
daris, retired Army missile expert, points 
out, the one that first gets a defense against 
intercontine tal ballistic missiles will nave

Mister, made what probably were purpose- 


fully vague assertions that Moscow has “suc- 
cessfully coped with the task of destroying 
missiles in flight.” There is no way of telling 
whether this means the Soviets are ahead of 
or behind development of our Nike-Zeus anti- 
missile missile which is to be tested this win- 
ter or spring against ICBMs. His statement 
drew world attention, particularly since it 
came on the heels of Deputy Defense Secre- 
tary Gilpatric’s flat statement that our nuclear 
striking power exceeds that of Moscow. In 
view of the Soviets’ record of demonstrating 
their lead in outer space, it does seem likely 
that if they had an ICBM antidote they would 
demonstrate it just as we plan to do. 


Since 1957 the Army has been: pressing 
hard for development of the Zeus. The Pen- 
tagon’s research chief in the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration, Dr. Herbert York, ruled against 
using $137,000,000 which Congress voted for 
immediate making of component parts which 
require months of lead-time. He held the 
Zeus must first prove itself. Yet the Polaris- 
firing submarines, now so successful, were 
being constructed before the Polaris missile 
had proved itself. That gamble paid off. 

Since the Zeus is a purely defensive weapon 
and has such a potential to meet the present 
situation, it seems well worth a similar calcu- 
lated risk. 


i Albania Read China 


Not the logic of geography but the peculiar 
logic of* Communist politics caused Nikita 
Khrusthchey to denounce Albania at the Soviet 
Communist Party congress. Bordered by 
Greece and Yugoslavia, Albania is the only 
Communist country not contiguous with the 
Iron Curtain bloc.-dt is a small country, and 
a poor one. But for a submarine base on the 
Adriatic which, it is said, the Russians have 
abandoned, it can offer little in return for 
Moscow’s help. And its boss, Enver Hoxha, 
hardly could embarrass the Russians among 
non-Communists as does Yugoslavia’s dis- 
senting Tito.. Hoxha is, in a sense, more Com- 
munist than Khrushchev. 

The Russian chief, however, did not waste 
a heavy-handed slap on a bothersome little 
fly. When he mentioned Albania in that -12- 
hour speech, he really meant China. Chou 
En-lai, among the guests on the platform, 
understood this quite clearly. When Khrush- 
chev denouunced the Albanians as Stalinist 
deviationists and said that he would brook 
no concessions to them “or anyone else,” Chi- 
nese representatives in Albania immediately 
said that “the friendship between the Chinese 
and Albanian people is unbreakable and no 
force can destroy it.” Whether or not Chou 
En-lai returns to Moscow — which he left 
abruptly on Thursday—Khrushchev now has 
brought the long rumored conflict between 
Russia and China into the open. _ 

Hoxha himself has given Khrushchev cause 
enough for displeasure. He refused to join. 
in the condemnation of Stalin. He repeatedly 
has accused Khrushchev of being “soft on 
capitalism.” He has made Albania 
haunted a country as Russia was before 
Stalin’s death. He did not care | 
began to withdraw help essential 
cess of his new five-year plan.

although hard pressed, promptly extended 
$123,000,000 in credit—more than Albania 
had previously received from the whole Com- 
munist bloc—and Chinese technicians carry- 
ing Albanian dictionaries soon arrived in 
Albania. 

The attacks on Khrushchev’s domestic ene- 
mies at the party congress suggest that his 
own power is firmly cemented at home. But 
whether he can dominate the Chinese Com- 
munists remains very much in doubt—and 
the uncertainty gives him a powerful motive 
for reaching a modus vivendi with the West. 


A Startling Appointment 


The appointment of a professional politician 
like Del L. Bannister to the important techni- 
cal post of finance director for the Metropoli- 
tan Sewer District is so startling as to raise 
doubts of the judgment of the appointing 
authority. 

Under the Sewer District’s charter, ‘the 
Executive Director, currently Peter Mattei, is 
empowered to name his principal executives; 
they serve at his pleasure. But Mr. Mattei 
himself serves at the pleasure of the District’s 
six Trustees, and we hope they will ask him 
to justify this most unusual appointment. As 
Finance Director Mr. Bannister would be re- 
quired to assist in preparation of the District’s 
budget, maintain its general system of ac- 
counts and otherwise handle such finance 
functions as auditing bills. In addition he 
would be responsible for all purchasing by 
the agency. 

What Mr. Mattei has found in Mr. Ban- 
nister’s record to believe he is the most com- 
petent man available in the St. Louis area to 
handle these demanding tasks is a question. 
Mr. Bannister is serving his third term in the 
elective office of St. Louis Revenue Collec- 
tor; before that he was an employe of the 
state Department of Revenue, an assistant 
city treasurer and a deputy collector for the 
federal Internal Revenue Service. 

The Sewer District is a technical service 
that must be run on the basis of competence 
and merit. Filling one of the top jobs with 
a man whose principal business the last 10 
years has been handing out Democratic pa- 
tronage is hardly the most acceptable method 
of carrying out that objective, 


Possibility for 1964? 


Celebration of the St. Louis bicentenary 
naturally will center around the Gateway arch 
in the riverfront national park, but much of 
the city’s rebuilding also is being pushed 
toward completion so that a St. Louis old in 
years may be. new in appearance. Thus the 
extension of the Memorial Plaza already is 
an accomplished fact, and in connection with 
this the beauty of the City Hall has been 
re-emphasized by a thorough cleaning, The 
building, however, still is not what it was. 
Its crowning touch, the graceful, soaring 
steeple, removed years ago because of struc- 
tural weakness, has not yet been replaced. 
Would it be an extravagance to restore it as 
part of the decoration of the city’s two- 
hundredth birthday dress? 


Our Canadian Neighbors 

In the last few years Canadian relations 
with the United States have been a bit touchy. 
Prime Minister Diefenbaker even went to 
Washington to express his concern about the 


extent to which his country’s economy..was. 


dominated by influences originating south of 


“the world’s only ynfortified border.” 


Now, however, Canadian displeasure is be- 
ing expressed toward London rather than 
Washington. That is because Canada, as the 
leading member of the Commonwealth, is 
deeply disturbed by Britain’s application for 
membership in the European Common Market, 
a move which may involve a serious economic 
set-back for Canada. 

Relatively, the Canadians are the world’s 
leaders in foreign trade. Their most important 
business is with the United States and Britain. 
They buy much more from us than they sell, 
and they sell much more to the British than 
they buy.. Since the Canadians know that 
Britain’s entry into the Common Market will 
end Commonwealth preference—at least in its 
present form—they dread a serious economic 
dislocation. Already some of them are advo- 
cating economic integration with the United 
States, a North American Common Market. 

That is a considerable change from the cry 
for more economic independence. But it is 
an old story. When Britain abolished the Corn 
Laws (a form of preference) and turned to 
free trade in the 1840s, some Canadian busi- 
nessmen urged annexation to the United 
States. When we abandoned reciprocity after 
the Civil War, Canada became more British 
than the British. When we adopted the Smoot- 
Howley tariff the Ottawa conference produced 
Commonwealth preference. Adult partners 
will avoid another such extreme swing. 

There is hope that the British-European 
negotiations will soften the blow which the 
Canadians dread. The United States also: can 
ease the transition. We can, for example, lift 
the barrier against Canadian oil, Our prime 
purpose is the strengthening of the West. So 
we support the Common Market. And so we 
should be willing to cushion the effect on 
Canada, now that Britain is joining up. 


Inconsistency on Zoning 


Supervisor McNary’s handling of the Coun- 
ty Council’s thirty-ninth and fortieth zoning 
giveaways was so inconsistent and so contra- 
dictory as to suggest that the process by 
which he decided to veto one bill and sign the 
other was something other than rational. _ 

Both rezonings should have been vetoed, 
not merely the 62-acre proposal of Emmeneg- 
ger Construction Co. Both the Emmenegger 
request and that of Fischer & Frichtel Inc. for 


permission to crowd a 292-acre tract were 


opposed by the County Planning Commission 
on the ground that they would violate the 
reasonable objectives of the proposed new 
land-use plan even before they were put in 
effect. Both will tend to increase school taxes 
unnecessarily. Both will tend to strike at the 
pocketbooks of other land-owners in south 
county or, alternatively, serve as justification 
for further crowding of the rough terrain in 
that area. Both proposed to build 4 homes to 
the acre instead of 2.5 as called for by the 
land-use plan. 

The Fischer & Frichtel subdivision does 
propese to incorporate certain features of 
commwfity development that the other lacks; 
so far as we can see this is the only factor 
that distinguishes it from the bill Mr. McNary 
vetoed. But community development features, 
desirable as they are, do not justify violation 
of a reasonable planning objective.

Preserving the Rivers 


In any discussion of what to do about 
our clear streams we must first of all 
decide what it is we wish to accom- 
plish. The present proposal to “‘pre- 
serve” the Current and Eleven Point 
rivers is badly misnamed. We cannot 
preserve these streams by inviting 
more usage and more tourists. So if 
we wish to open the area to all sorts 
of tourism then let’s call these pro- 
posals by their correct name. 


Let’s be honest and say simply that 
we wish to develop the area; that it 
needs a shot in the arm economically 
and that we know this or that plan 
should attract all sorts of visitors. 
More visitors means more wear and 
the inevitable trail of debris that 
marks the passing of the litterbug. The 
destruction of the clear stream is at 
the end of that same trail! 


A proposal to provide some protec- 
tion for both the Current and Eleven 
Point rivers, as well as the landowners 
on either side, is based on experi- 
ence in other parts of the country. This 
method would change the acquisition 
of land by condemnation to one in 
which easements were obtained.

Between Book Ends 4 State of Mind 


THE OLD WEST IN FICTION, edited 
by Irwin R. Blacker. (Ivan Obolensky, 
Inc., 471 pgs. $7.50.) 


In a preface to this anthology of 
Western fiction the author attempts to 
define the locale of the Old West, but 
seems at a loss to know just where 
it did begin. Was it with St. Louis— 
the starting place of the mountain 
men? At the hundredth meridian? Is 
the Southwest the only true segment of 
the Old West worth mentioning? Or the 
Oregon country? 

If one has trouble in defining the 
geography of the Western country one 
would have just as much trouble defin- 
ing it in time. First came the Span- 
iards—the conquistadores and the pa- 
dres, up the long trail from Mexico, 
And ‘there was Lewi¢" and Clark and 
Marcus Whitman and Jim Bowie and 
the Alamo. The mountain men. left 
their mark on the land and left behind 
their legends, There was the era of 
the open range and the vast herds of 
cattle that were driven to market. 


There was Custer and Crazy Horse 
and General Crook and Geronimo. 

No, the West is too big to limit it 
either in geography or time. One might 
even say the West is a state of mind 
more than a definable region. . 

Certainly there is a vast amount of 
factual information and history to 
serve as a background to any tale or 
novel of the West.

“When one team hustles and 
the other doesn’t,”’ Seymour said, 
“there usually isn’t any doubt 
about the outcome.” 

Packers All the Way. 
There wasn’t any doubt last 
night as the hustling Packers led 
al! the way, once by as much as 
81-61. Walt Bellamy, rookie cen- 
ter from the University of In- 
diana, led the Packers with 35 
points, 
The start of the game was 
delayed one hour and 18 minutes 
when officials of the Packers 
and game officials discovered the 
newly-laid floor in the Interna- 
tional Amphitheatre had been 
over-waxed and the Packers and 
Hawks were making like hockey 
players on the slippery floor. 
Maintenance men came to the 
rescue with kerosene to thin the 
| mixture and the floor was 
cleaned enough to let the game 
centinue. Although the Hawks | 
weren't driving in the first half, | 
“this doesn’t necesarily mean it 
was the fault of the floor,’’ Sey- 
mour said. “Some of the boys 
were a little tired and just didn’t 
feel like driving.” 
Praise for Bellamy. 

“One thing I’ve got to say,” | 
Seymour continued, “‘is that Bel- 
lamy is the best looking rookie 
we've had in this league in many 
years. At least he looked that 
way against us tonight.” 


Bellamy, who had 58 points in 
_ the. Packers’ first two games, | 
losses to New York and Syracuse, | 
had both Clyde Lovellette -nd 
Larry Foust of the Hawks in 
trouble on both the offensive and 
| defensive | :ards. When Bellamy 
| drew his fifth personal foul in 
the fourth quarter, the Hawks 
' moved within six points at 100-94, 
but that was the closest they 
could come. Bellamy re-entered 
the game and gave the Packers 
their first victory before 6381 
fans. 


Asked for an analysis of the 
Chicago team’s chances in the 
National Basketball League race, 
Seymour xoted that they have 
several veterans and that if Bel- 
lamy continues to score at his 
current clip, they will give any 
team in the league plenty of 
trouble. 

Jury Still Out. | 

“However,” Paul added. “‘Bel- 
lamy has yet to run into (Wilt) 
Chamberlain of the Warriors and 
(Bill) Russell of the Celtics. I'll 
have to wait and see how he does 
against them.” 

Leading the Hawks, as he 
usually does, was Bob Pettit 
with 34 points on 11 baskets and | 
12 free throws. Lovellette added 
22 points on 1] baskets but his 
efforts on defense against Bel- 
lamy bordered on the ridfculous. 

In addition to Bellamy, the 
Packers’ Bobby Leonard con- 
tributed 22 points, Barney Cable 
added 18, and Vern Hatton had 16.

Stocking Family Fallout Shelter 


Civil Defense officials urge 
the use of flashlights. If there 
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IF PEOPLE are to live, they 
require several things, and we 
must consider these in regard to 
fallout shelters. They include 
good air, good water and good 
food. My use of the word ‘‘good,”’ 
in this case, means that they 
should be free from fallout radi- 


ation. 


Every shelter should have at 
least a fair supply of light. In 
ordinary times, we use elec- 
tricity to light our homes .at 
night, but in a nuclear war 
power failures are likely to halt 
the flow of current. This seems 
almost certain in large cities, 
and in some medium sized ones. 

Our first thought might be that 
people could use candles, oil 
lamps or lanterns. Surely these 
would help as short term lights, 
‘but flames ‘‘eat up” oxygen. 
Long use of a flame would tend 
‘to rob a shelter of prope# oxy- 
gen. 


is an excellent supply of reserve 
batteries, flashlights should be 
of great help. 

Also because of the danger of 
power failure, people are urged 
to have at least one radio set 
powered by batteries in each 
shelter. It is expected that ra- 
dios will keep contact between 
those in shelters and the outside 
world. 

Q. What arrangements should 
be made for sleeping? 

A. Every shelter should have 
beds, cots or bunks, also blan- 
kets and other bedding. If eight- 
hour shifts are used by occu- 
pants of a shelter, a narrow bed 
or cot will provide sleeping 
space for three persons in 24 
hours. 

Q.-What about entertainment? 

A. Many books (including a
